NEW YORK, Aug. 15—The distin- 


guishing' feature of late summer hats 
is their trimmings; and these have a 
two-fold purpose. 
First they are en- 


tirely novel. Second, they foreshadow 
the ultra-smart decoration for autumn 
headgear. 


While many of the hats of early 


summer were at once the delight of 
the woman fashionable and despair of 
the Audubons, their trimming: consist- 
ed chiefly of plumes and wings; the 
season-end models are adorned -with 
flight of the tiniest birds imaginable, 
perched upon, the brims of crownless 
"flats" and spreading1 Gainsboroughs. 


A, fascinating model is shown In 


dark blue and rich green mixed straw. 
The brim is faced wiith the two shades 
of chiffon shirred and finished along 
the edge with a tiny ruching of black 
lace. The brim of the hat turns away 
sharply at the front and sides, while 
blue birds with breasts and wings 
flecked with green and yellow cun- 


. nlngly peep over the edge. 


Some of the summer straws in dark- 


er tones can be almost entirely trans- j 
formed by the addition of the newest 
trimmings. For instance a rolling t u i - t 
ban shaped ecru straw hat, which 
earlier would have been finished with! 
majestic plume trailing 
acioss 
the' 


crown now has a strap of elegant black i 
lace all around it bordered on either] 
•edge with a rushing of feathers, so j 
tiny that they might be called pin! 
feathers. 
At the left snide there are; 


grouped several tiny birds with jew- 
eled eyes. 


Louislne and peau de sole will prob- 


ably be among the fashionable mater- 
ials for hats during the coming season. 
Both are elegant and can be obtained, 
in inexpensive as well as expensive 
qualities. 
A stylish hat 
in 
golden 


brown louisine is a perfectly flat tur-j 
ban, trimmed at 
regular 
intervals 


wiith brown birds, with pale yellow; 
markings pressed 
down 
upon 
the 


crown. 
i 


The fashionable hat must be either 


quite dark or veiy light, there is no 
compromiise. BIch> deep browns, blues, 
greens, purples and reds or ultra-smart 
or white, pale greys, cream-ecru and 
the almond greens. 


The bonnet revival which has been 


threatened for some time is likely to be 
fully developed by Thanksgiving. Some 
of the new straws and summer felts 
show the design with effective varia- 
tions of the abbreviated brim adapt- 
ing it to different faces. 
There is 


little difference between the 
bonnet 


for the young woman and elderly mat- 
rons, and this little is shown in the 
brim which is slightly \vlder for the 
former-. 


Nothing could be more effective than 


a large pearl grey plateau hat design- 
ed to accompany an afternoon toil- 
ette iln the same shade of crepe de 
chine. 
The crown is a tiny bell-like 


affair trimmed entirely with a wreath 
of marabout feathers and underneath 
the brim at the back there are dainty 
pon pons of the feathers combined 
with rows of shaded velvet ribbon. 


The g-own Is trimmed with lace and 


chenille embroidery. Ihe stolrts fits 
without fullness over the hips, with 
infinitesimal tucks running down to 
where a deep, full flounce finishes the 
bottom. 
This flounce is headed by a 


band of embroidered lace insertion and 
falls very full and long over the feet, 
with a demi-train at the back. 


The bodiice Is composed of a series 


of tucks, alternatd with strips of lace. 
rwith the opening arranged at the 
back. The front is full enough to re- 
tain the graceful outline, but there 
is an absence of the pronounced blous- 
ed effect. 
A sash of pale grey chif- 


fon confines the waist and is tied In a 
knot at the back and allowed to fall 
to the floor in sweeping ends. 


The neck is finished with a stock 


of embroidered insertion with a chou 
of chiffon 
tied at the 
back. 
The 


sleeves fit close to the elbow and are 
composed of the tucked crepe de chine 
and embroidered lace. 


The straw sailor has not been in 


great demand this year, principally be- 
cause at the beginning of the season a 
rather flashy design was introduced 
that was so quickly adopted by the 
many as to make it undesirable for 
the seekers of novelty. There are to 
be found some very natty shapes ap- 
propriate for street and 
semi-dress 


wear, however, carried out in dark 
straws, linen braids and various nat- 
ty cloths. 
The plainer brands may 


be smartened up by means of a twist 
of soft ribbon or foulard knotted into 
a large bow, while a still dressier effect 
is obtainable by the addition of a wing 
or flock of small birds. It should be 
remembered 
with regard to ribbons 


and bows on millinery that the bows 
do not flop; the loops 
are 
finely 


plisse to give them stiffness and very 
few have ends—that is, visible ends. 
Bands will not be de rigeur on autumn 


and twists with buckles of.steel, French 
silver or Jet. 


Etamine, it is announced, will be as 


popular for early .fall as it has been 
during the summer. This is due to the 
glad fact that, though highly favored, 
it did not become common. 
Cheap 


etamlrie is intolerable.being heavy and 
soggy and women buying- 
etamine 


frocks as a rule, have selected only 
the fine qualities. 


A simple yet 
charming design in 


this fabric is made -with only & deep 
pointed white collar of Russian lace 
coming round the front of the bodice 
and round to the back, having the ef- 
fect of a. pointed yoke, with cuffs on 
the sleeves to match. 


The skirt is close fitting and flares 


very much around the bottom, with 
each seam strapped by a bias band of 
taffeta. Ine bodice has a. few straps 
down the front and in the back, giv- 
ing it a tucked effect. It buttons up 
the back and blouses over a belt of 
taffeta at the front. 


Canvass cloth is a new fabric seek- 


ing the favor of fashion's 
disciples. 


As its name suggests, it is .rather a 
combination of materials, for while ,it 
has a rather open-work effect, the fin- 
ish is high and at a distance looks 
ciuite like one of the satin-faced cloths. 
This is made upon lines adopted for 
voiles, minstrel cloth, and the like, 
however. 


An effective dress is twine color can- 


vas cloth, shows a full skirt having 
a band of woll, embroidered in Orien- 
ta,l 
tones set 
in about two inches 


above the hem. 


The bodice has the long shoulder 


effect, pioduced in a sort of 
crepe 


bretelles that come down 
over 
the 


slightly loose full front and cross over 
to slip one end under the belt at the 
left side. The whole is trimmed with 
a narrow band of the embroidery. 


Shirt waists of wash materials will
